A low rate per bushel 
Is chyged by them for threshing, which 
will provide for toe amount still owing 
on the machinery. 

-* *fn conncrriorr with this a reatnre 
which Is very gratifying to Indian Agent 
Robertson in that the Victoria firms 
vhleh handle farm machinery now deal 
with the Indiana on the aame basis as 
they do with white fat mere. They have 
ehowr tlieir readiness to grant credit to 
the prosperous farmers of the reserves 
In the same manner an th*w wonld to 
other well-to-do fanners. This has af¬ 
forded these Saanich Indiana the oppor¬ 
tunity to provide themselves with this 
necessary steam thresher. They have 
paid down about half the cost, and the 
remainder will he paid from the-proceeds 
derived from the work.

The N^w )York Times recently pub¬ 
lished a vfcry clever contribution to the 
vexed and erer perplexing question of 
"adequate protection to home industries." 
Our Eastern contemporary's comments 
are founded upon facts, absurd though 
the atopy may appear to those who hare 
had no experience with fiscal eccentri¬ 
cities. -■-—-- 

The'Times says that a problem which 
for months threatened to undermine the 
health of the New York customs officers 
has been happily solved. The automo¬ 
bile of a Chicago man abroad undertook 
to climb a church spire, and after the 
amputation he bought a wooden leg at 
Berlin. On reaching the shores of his 
natire country he did tuA declare this 
purchase as dutiable, and his lea was 
seised by an inspector. The owner of 
the leg maintained that he,had carried 
away from this country a real leg which 
was more valuable than the wooden sub¬ 
stitute with which he returned; therefore 
he brought back less than he took away, 
and it would be absurd to tax Aim as 
though his possession# had been enlarg¬ 
ed from the rich spoils of the European 
markets. 

Tho inspector, although confident that 
the leg should be pulled, could not say 
ho# it should be classified; and the ap¬ 
praisers, collector and deputies were 
just as uncertain, lue department at 
Washington merely directed attention 
to a uumber of Irrelevant railings, aud 
left the decision to the New York of¬ 
fice, stipulating only that one trousers 
leg should be assessed as covering at the 
twine rate of duty, whatever that might 
be. 

After (.tumping along with, a home¬ 
made peglog, while bis bought member 
rested in the custody of the government, 
the Chicago man haa been allowed to 
taku away hi# property on paying the 
doty* on it as "family supplies." The 
Times suggests that In their perplexity 
the customs officers were glad to seise 
any suggestion for classifying such an 
article, and that they followed a recent 
case in the police court here in which a 
man with but one leg applied to. Magis¬ 
trate Crane for a writ to compel his 
wife to give np hie wooden leg, which 
she had concealed after beating him over 
the head with it. It was the q wife's 
testimony that the family depended on 
the pawning of tho leg for drink, and 
that it was to prevent the husband from 
pawning it for his own selfish indulgence 
that she had hidden it. This la about 
as near to being "family supplies" as 
s wooden leg can get. 

Still, says tiie Times, the classification 
la absurd, ami in violation of the rule 
that every imported article shall be as¬ 
sessed at the highest possible rate of 
duty. It would have been an easier con¬ 
struction of the laws to classify It at 
bottles or taproom fixtures, with their 
higher duties. In the prohibition state 
of Maine a man with a wooden lag was 
convicted recently of filling that hollow 
member with riotous liquor which ha 
sold at stlfi retail rates to the bibulous.

Some 
of tho managers of the trusts have 
boas*mL~AUat they sell their goods 
Abroad at at least a third leas than they 
charge the home consumer*. Having 
persuaded the legislature to enact tariff 
Jaws which ahnt foreign gooda out of 
the country, the industrial lords join 
force* and proceed to the business of 
fleecing their feUow-citiaens. And those 
men are among the moot patriotic of the 
sons of the United States. They carry 
the Stars and Stripes In miniature In 
their buttonholes and keep it floating 
triumphantly over their factoriea. Nor 
•can there be any doubt as to the depth 
and genuineness of their patriotism. 
Why should there be? They might maks 
a very long journey before they would 
find another form of government that 
would do ao much for them. When their 
workmen are not on strike and being 
shot down by the state militia they are 
quite as patriotic as their masters. 
They have been persuaded that If it 
were not tor the tariff their would be 
no employment for them. Workmen in 
other parts of the world are their na¬ 
tural enemies; the products of the skill 
and industry of freemen mast be protect- 
ed from competition with the works of 
the hands of the base, low, servile class 
In other porta of the world. Even the 
farmer*, the largest exporter* in the 
United State*, are persuaded that bat 
for tho protection afforded by a tariff 
they would be driven from the land. 
Tbu* tho system of protection is skil¬ 
fully perpetuated. And the appetite for 
protection grows with whs} it feeds up¬ 
on. Tho Industries which thrived under 
the duties in force before McKinley gave 
his historic hoist to tho tariff became 
sickly in course of time, and forced Nel¬ 
son Dlngley to grant them "adequate 
protection." We suppose there most be 
a limit to the demands of protectionists, 
but it has not yet been reached. A 
builder will arise and proclaim that 
Dingley did not carry hi* structure np 
high enough. There can be no doubt, 
however, that presently the eye* of the 
people will be opened to what is going ! 
on, and they will arise and create a dis¬ 
turbance. Then w e suppose an army of 
millionaires will shake the dust of an un¬ 
grateful country off their feet* and retire 
Into the castles of profligate European 
aoblcuen. 

A feature of the American 'fiscal situ¬ 
ation worthy of note is that in aplte of 
the effort* to upset economic laws, 6rit- 
i*h good* force themselves Into the Unit¬ 
ed Ntntes.

The paste was of so thick s consistency 
that the face when spread with it was 
like a plaster.—London Dressing Table.

Fnce painting in believed to bare 
been In vogue 4,000 B. C., for we are 
told that in the tombs of women be¬ 
longing to the oldest Chaldean civilisa¬ 
tion lumps black coloring stuff, which 
served to paint the eyebrows, were 
found.
